Old Clerks in Government Service. 

The civil service commission re- | 
cently completed the compilation of | 
Statistics relative to old age in the 
uépartmental service in Washington, 
as directed by the president, with the 
result that for the first time the sub- 
ject of superannuation in the govern- 
mental service is removed from the 
field of speculation to that of accu- 
rate knowledge. 

Much has been said and printed 
upon the number and efficiency of 
aged employees in the government 
service. Just to what extent super- 
annuation prevails has, however, been 
a matter of speculation. Many plans 
looking to a system of retirement 
have been proposed in congress at 
different times, but all of these have 
failed to make headway, largely be 
cause there was no substantial know}l- 
edge on the part of anybody in con- 
gress, or out of it, concerning the ex- 
act status of the old age situation in 
the government service. 

‘~The civil service commission was 
instructed to obtain from all the de- 
partments fullest data as to all em- 
ployees 65 years of age and over, not 
only as to the number employed in 
Washington, but as to the quantity 
and quality of the work performed by 
each, the method of entering the ser- 
vice, salary and whether veterans or 
civilians. 

The result are in some respects sur- 


prising. While upholding the conten- 


tions of such excellent officials as 
Secretary of War Taft for the need 
of an effective remedy, they are by 
no means as discouraging as some of 
the critics of the civil service have 
made it appear.

least 65 years of age number 1,626 
Of this number but 127 entered the 
service through civil service examina- 
tion Of this number 44 entered 
through the law giving preference to 
veterans injured in the service of the 
government, leaving but 83 who en- 
tered through strictly competitive ex- 
amination. 

As to the character of work per- 
formed by these old clerks, it is shown 
that 79 veterans and 31 civilians are 
engaged in work of an executive char- 
acter; 83 veterans and 69 civilians in 
professional, technical or scientific 
work; 438 veterans and 329 civilians 
in clerical duties; 90 veterans and 121 
civilians in work of a mechanical na- 
ture; 228 veterans and 93 civilians in 
work of a subclerical nature, while 
16 veterans and 49 civilians are em- 
ployed as unskilled laborers. 

It is the showing on efficiency, how- 
ever, which is the feature of the re- 
port, producing information which, if 
not open to the suspicion of solicitude 
on the part of superiors furnishing the 
markings, will prove exceedingly val- 
uable in tending to mitigate the im- 
pression that the government's work 
is suffering at the hands of aged in- 
competents. Efficiency was deter- 
mined by quantity marked in tenths, 
with ten tenths to represent the 
amount performed by’‘a_ thoroughly 
competent clerk; and by quality grad- 
ed as “poor,” “fair,” “‘good” and “‘ex- 
cellent.” 

The work of 90 is graded as poor, 
of 251 as fair, of 229 as average, of 
682 as good, and of 874 as excellent. 
As to the amount of work performed, 
10 are rated as accomplishing noth- 
ing; 2 as doing one-tenth of the 
amount required; 5, two-tenths; 6, 
three-tenths; 29, four-tenths; 124, 
five-tenths; 161, six-tenths; 236, seven- 


tenths; 3857, eight-tenths; 275, nine- 
tenths; while 421 are given as per- 
forming ten-tenths, or all the work to 
be expected of the most efficient em- 
ployee. 

When computations are made of 
quantity and quality of work per: 
formed, it is found that 270 of these 
old employees accomplish all the work 
assigned them in an “excellent” man- 
ner, 222 do the work of a “good” 
grade, and so on through the different 
computations of quantity and quality. 

The commission finds that there are 
948 employees between the ages of 65 
and 70; that they perform 81.7 per 


that they draw an average salary of 
$1,253 per annum, and that the salary 
alijusted to the amount of work per- 
formed would be $1,024. 

From 70 to 75 they number 435, per- 
form 78.4 per cent of their work, re- 
celve $1,220 and earn, according’ to 
the same computation, $956. Over 75 
there are 218, who perform 72.1 of 
their work, draw $1,166 and earn 
$841. 

The total salaries of all over , 65 
amount to $1,973,580.50. Were these 
salaries adjusted to the amount of 
work performed, the total would be 
$1,570,000. These figures take no ac- 
count of the quality of work per- 
formed, as it J impossible to reduce 
this to a numerical equivalent. 

Of the 1,626 old employees, 1,403 
are men and 223 are women. The 
treasury leads with 456; 
has 427; printing office 226; war de- 
partment 211; postoffice 89; com- 
merce and labor 63; agriculture 61.

It is thus 
seen that the Technological school is 
one of the most profitable invest- 
ments in the list of the state's as- 
sets. 

But it has now reached a critical 
stage in its career. It has expanded 
in the past and it will continue to do 
so, in bigger ratio, in the future. 
Space is absolutely needed for that 
expansion. The school now has an 
opportunity to add five acres to its 
campus—five acres upon which the 
OPTION EXPIRES JANUARY 1, 1907, 
and upon which, in all probability it 
will be impossible to secure a re- 
newal after that date. The authori- 
ties are asking the legislature for 
$17,500 from the state on condition 
that they raise $6,000 additional. 
They are likewise asking for an ad- 
ditional $10,000 on the maintenance 
fund of the school, a moderate re- 
quest in view of the fact that there 
has just been established a new 
course in mining engineering and one 
in mathematics. 

The institution petitioning for these 
funds is conducted on a more econom- 
ical basis than any similar one in 
the country. Its very growth is evl- 
dence of the role it is filling in the 
development of the state, and the in- 
dividual and aggregate wealth of its 
inhabitants. That that growth should 
catry @ more or less substantial in- 
crease in expenses is only natural. 
In so far as we are building for to- 
morrow as well as for today, the obli- 
gation on the part of the state to pro- 
vide as liberally as possible for this 
institution is seen with unmistakable 
clearness. 

The Constitution takes it for grant- 
ed that the members of the legisla- 
ture as well as every intelligent citt- 
zen of the state are enthusiastic par- 
tisans of the Greater Georgia, and the 
fact should not be lost sight of that 
the Georgia School of Technology is 
one of the most practical and power- 
ful forces in that direction.

Barnesville, Ga., July 1!5.—(Special.)— 
fhe peach industry is the center of at- 
traction at the point now ,and will con- 
tinue to hold sway for several weeks. 
Just now the Elberta is beginning to be 
put on the market from this section, and 
this week marks a critcial stag ein the 
history of this year’s crop. The contin- 
uous rains of the past few days have put 
the fruit men on the anxious list. No 
serious damage has been done so far, but 
if wet weather continues for a week @ 
great part of the crop will rot. The 
full-car shipments are begiffning, seven 
or eight cars being the total to date. The 
express shipments have been going on 
for several weeks. The Elberta crop 
will be good this season if nothing, hap- 
pens that is unfavorable. About one 
hundred cars of all varieties of peaches 
go from this market, and nearly a thou- 
sand people are employed in the packing, 
shipping and canning of fruit, amd it 
means a great deal. to the community.

Discuss Automatic Gun. 

“Shall Georgia give a slap in the face 
to inventive genius and progress by pass- 
ing thig bill; shall we advocate the use 
of the cave for an office ag opposed to a 
sky-scraper of today, or a key-winding 
watch to a stem-winder?’’ Such are 
some of the contentions of the opponents 
of the bill introduceg in the house on 
Friday by Mr. Butts, of Glynn, to pro- 
hibit the use of the automatic or pump 
gun in hunting partridges or doves in 
this state. 

“To turn a, man loose with such a 
weapon means the early extermination of 
all ‘game birds in the state, for the rea- 
aon that one using such an arm ig tempt- 
ed to and will kill every bird within 
range during his day's outing.”” Such is 
the argument of the supporterg of the 
bill which has been referred to the house 
committee on fish and game and will be 
considered early this week. 

A bill identical in its terms has been 
tabled in the senate, and the fight as to 
the wisdom of the measure will occur 
before the house committee. 

The opponents of the bil argue that 
the way to protect the game of the state 
is to pass a Dill to limit the number of 
birds which may be killed in a day; that 
it matters not whether the birds be killed 
with rocks, a bow and arrow or with 
the perfected sportsmans arms, 
mechanism of which absorb~- all of the 
ordinary recoil—averaged at 97 pounds—

In view of the acceptance of the place, 
Captain Sexton will not be a candidata 
for secretary of state. 

Captain Sexton.came to Alabama some 
years ago from Vinginia, and was en- 
gaged foc quite a while in colonization 
movements in Clebourne and Cullman 
counties. During the administration of 
Robert P. McDavid as secretary of state 
he came to the office as chief clerk, and 
has served since in that capactty, being 
retained by Secretary of State J. Thomas 
Helflin and his successor, the present 
secretary, E. R. McDavid. A few weeks 
ago Captain Sexton was appointed adju- 
tant general and chief of staff of the 
Alabema division United Sons of Con- 
federate Veterans, by the commander in 
chief, Dr. Thomas M. Owen. 

The new deputy commissioner, who will 
ibe the insurance man in the state gov- 
ernment, comes to the place with a 
pretty good knowledge of the duties and 
responsibilities. His long service in the 
same department has given him a deap in- 
sight into the workings of that end of 
the state service. The responsibility of 
the position {1s Ifllustrated by the fact 
that alrvady this year the receipts have 
exceetted $104,000. For the entire year 
of 1898 the receipts were $40,088. They 
had grown to $94,841 last year, and have 
shown a wonderful increase over that 
amount this year. It {ts expected that 
next year the receipts will go to $125,- 
000. 


Pension Examinations. 


The work of examining old soldiers and 
widows of such for the pension rolls has 
begun, several of the counties sending in 
lists to the auditor. The county boards 
take up the lists ami ascertain who are 
entitled to this help under the law, and 
who are not, and they put on or drop off 
as the case may be. This is aftticipatory 
to the meeting of the state board in this 
city the second Monday in August. 

The state board is composed of E. 8. 


Carter, of Selma; R. J. Reynolds, of 
Abbeville, and Dr. R. D. Jackson, of 
Woodlawn. Its duty !s to make up the 


rolls for all the coumties. This boarij 
passes on all matters petmaining to the 
lists. Those who have any complaint 
may bring it to the state board and 
there are many, and have {jt adjudicated. 

The pensioners are divided into four 
The record for last year, when the high- 
est amount was paid allowed by law, 
showed that the first class received $60; 
second, $50; third, $40, and fourth, $39. 

The work of selecting all the names 
and making up the rolls of the sixty- 
seven gountaies is heavy, and keeps the 
state board busy for some time. There 
are in al] about 16,000 who receive the 
benefits thus given out,

IN CORN AND 
GRAIN. 

L. A. Cunningham, Bingen, Ga.—I have 
been told the corn weevil hatches inside 
each grain of corn and one weevil] never 
eats but one «rain, the supposition being 
it generates from & worm or ¢RE deposit- 
ed in the asiik. An old miller informed 
me it was impossible for this weevil to 
hatch in a crib made almost air-tight. 
What do you think of thie? 

Answer—There are at least three dif- 
ferent kinds of insects that infest and 
depredate on stored corn and wheat, only 
one of which ia truly a ‘weevil’ (snout 
beetle.) This {# known as the corn wee- 
vil (Calandra grafaria) or granary wee- 
vil and infests beth corn and wheat. It 
is a small brown heetie from one-eighth 
to one-sixth of an inch in length, with 
@ long snout for boring into the grains 
or corn. By means of the snout the fe- 
male punctures a grain of corn or of

be wise to use under South Carolina pop- 
lars this time of year or not? If ma- 
nure would not do, what kind of fertil- 
izer would you recommend? 

Answer—It would not be wise to use 
unrotted stable manure on Caroling pop- 
lars at this season of the year. The 
only good effect that it could have, would 
be to act as a mulching and protect the 
trees’ from the effects of a drought, if 
they ‘were sét out last spring, If your 
odject is to induce more vigorous 
growth, I would advise you to apply 
nitrate of soda, say a tablespoonful or 
two scattered around each tree for the 
distance of two or three feet, worked in 
with prong hoe. This assumes that 
the trees were set out last spring, and 
ere still small and young. Of course 
you understand the importance of keep- 


around the trees. If nitrate of soda be 
not obtainable you may substitute cot- 
ton seed meal, applying double the quan- 
tity. The application may be repeated 
in three or four weeks if the growing 
conditions be good.

Anawer—If practicable I advise you to 
have a regular veterinery surgeon to ex- 
amine and treat the case, as such cases 
the

solution of carbolic acid in water, Then 
touch the high places with nitrate of 
silver (umar caustic) once a day for a 
few days. Then apply an ointment of 
2 ounces of glycering and | ounce of 
oxide of ginc, twice a day.
